Constructive Cost - The expenses which would have been 
involved 1 a direct transportation, without delay or 
interruption for personal convenience, by a usually 
traveled route between the points of origin and desti- 
nation specified In the travel authorization, utilizing 
min i mum first-class acccsmodat ions (or aceoaaodat ions 
usrally used. If less than first-class). . « • The 
constructive cost shall in no case exceed the allowable 
expenses actually incurred."
